Their biographice 
onght to be written by themseftes—and always with these 
very materials—and always on horseback.

hand-writing might be jade, if the compositor could spare 
a line to the public, or a fac-simile-—How they would en- 
joy our zeal! "To our duty therefore in a thore quiet aud 
orderly fashion—reducing every strong hold of the adverga- 
ry, one after another, according to the old system of war- 
fare, as it prevailed before Morean precipitated himself up- 
on Iualy; and never calculating defeat as possible; over- 
swept without demolishing, or even taking the trouble to 
watch the fortresses that lay in his path; all which—but to 
our subject once more. 

The whole object of writing is to talk on paper. Other 
things equal, that is the best system of writing which leaves 
the mind freest. For example, if our thoughts could be 
communicated without mistake by a scratch, whether diag- 
onal, horizonal or perpendicular, a dot, a spatter of the 
pen, or a flourish like a snart of thread, as most people] 
seem to believe, still the leading objects would always be 
the same—legibility, swiftness, and beauty. There should; 
be nothing equivocal—every scratch and every dot should! 
be clear and satisfactory, communicating just what the 
writer mennt and nothing more. This would be the first} 
object with every writer, and with all systems of writing. 
Next to the conveyance of your thought by the clearest pos- 
sible signs would be that of doing it with the least labor to 
yourself and others. And this being accomplished—the 
characters however shaped, aud whether large or small,up- 
right or aslant, being understood easily and fashioned easi- 
ly, the next and best object would be to make then beau-| 
tiful. This would lead step by stcp from, straightuess,uni- 
fofmity aud smoothness to gracefulness; and thence to the 
corruption of writing—ornamental ; enmanship. But so 
is it with every thing useful; with poetry, dancing and mu- 
sic, as with reading, writing and ciphering—or talking. 
Never satisfied with doing either in the best possible way, 
according to its true purposes, the difficult is substituted 
for the graceful, the natural and the useful. The whole 
purpose of the particular art is lost sight of; and wistead 
of wliat we want, we have idle and corrupting refinements ; 
horizontal posture-masters and whirligigs in breeches and 
|petticuats—or both—or necither—according to the taste of 
the people and the temperature of the weather, instead of 
smooth, flexible, fluent, self-adjusting matural dancers.— 
And so with music—After awhile Harmony drives Melody

Very, said the doctor—pity it was not impossible: So 
with ornamental penmanship say we. Pity the best of it— 
as well as the worst—were riot impossible. There cannot 
be a much aillier waste of time—though one should employ} 
w#twelvemonth in filling the round of a tex cent piece with 
the five books of Moses. 

Now—improve penmanship as we may—eimplify the 
signs of thought as much as we may—ornament and embel- 
lish them as we may, still the true objects are the same,and| 
are always with the same relation to each other. Legibil-) 
ity or plainness; swiftness or ease of execution—and beau- 
ty—these are the elements of all written language. That 
writing is the most excellent which unites the whole three 
in the greatest perfection—leaving the mere difficulties of 
the art, the ornamental pigeon-wings,pirouettes, and demi- 
semi-quavers to the professors of penmanship; and to alll 
those who are silly enough to like them, or wicked enough 
to encourage them by paying five dollars a head, more or 
less, to have the hand-writing of themselves or their chil- 
dren spoilt forever in twelve lessons—or to use their owa 
language finished in twelve lessons.
